I  urge  you  to 
live  in  the  spirit  of  the  College's  motto... and  live  lives  characterized  by  integrity,  intellectual  and 
spiritual  values,  social  responsibility  and  service.  I  mentioned  above  that  you  are  members  of  a 
very  elite  group. .  .the  1%  of  the  world's  population  who  are  privileged  enough  to  go  to  college. 
That  places  a  great  responsibility  on  you,  the  charge  to  use  your  gifts  and  talents  for  the  good  of 
all,  to  work  to  open  up  doors  of  possibility  for  the  99%  who  are  not  so  blessed  or  fortunate.
